That rather startling de 
scription of the Christian Sab- 
bath is used by clergymen 
themselves to describe hours 
set aside for religious radio 
and television programs. 

The peak. viewing hours 
come at other times, they say, 
when commercial programs 
are on the air. 1 

Churches share what has 
come to be known throughout 
the industry as the Sunday 
ghetto with educational and in- 
stitutional programs that all 
have one thing in common— 
no sponsors. 

About 90 per cent of all re- 
ligious ‘programs are aired 
during the Sunday hours least 
likely to attract sponsors, 
church broadcasting. officials 
complain. These hours m@y 
fall any time before 5 p.m., 
but most usually, between! 8 
a.m. and noon or/so. Most of 
the programs are. financed and 
produced by church organiza- 
tions and are given to the sta- 
tions or networks free. Some 
are produced by the networks 
or stations with the coopera- 
tion of church groups. All are 
listed as “Public Service Pro- 
grams.” | 

A typical Sunday may begin 
at 815 a.m. with the “Off |to 
Adventure” series of 15-minute 
programs filmed “on location” 
fn Africa, Japan, Alaska or 
anywhere else that Rev. Dr. 
Everett C. Parker, director of 
communications of the United 
Church of Christ, may take 
his camera. 

A recent episode in, the cyur- 
rent series on Africa was) a 
timely one, about strife-tarn 
Congo and a hospital at Kim- 
pese devoted to the training 
and treatment of Africans. 
Some of those who appeared 
in the film have since left 
Kimpese hospital to join other 
missionaries in fleeing the 
country. 

Parker said he could pro- 
duce a 13-week series for about 
$40,000. Each of the 13 films 
might have cost $30,000 | if 
made commercially, he said. 

Parker, author of a book on 
the church and TV as well as 
a producer, director and ‘co- 
star of films shown on home 
screens, said that he has, been 
“fighting the ghetto” ‘for 20 
years. Itis upto the networks, 
the stations and the Federal 
Communications Commission 
whether church air-time will 
be improved, he said. So far, 
the fight has been a discourag- 
ing one, with the amount, of 
time allocated for religious 
programs decreasing all (the 
time. | 

His feeling, and the senti- 
ment of others in the field,1s 
that the quality of a thought- 
-provoking show suchas one 
raising the question of mercy 
killing is far higher than some 
of the fare offered on TV at 
high saturation viewing times. 

“It is@ pity.” Parker said, 
“because all the good pro 
grams are in the Sunday 
ghetto.

It is the place| for 
any educational program, any 
public group such as the Red 
Cross or mental health organi- 
zations. We simply cannot get 
prime time for the real is- 
sues.”
